The end and aim of this law is to 
reach, and if possible tax out of existence, 
every dollar of accumulated earnings. That 
is the theory of the law, and to carry it out 
there is a fearful inquisition of oaths and 
penalties to compel the bloated capitalists to 
disgorge. If a man should lend to his 
neighbor $5,000 with which to. build a 
dwelling, the Assessor is compelled to hunt 
down the iniquitous transaction by taxing 
the house built with the $5,000, and also the 
mote and mortgage given for the loan; thus 
the $5,000 capital pays taxes on $10,000, and 
the is listed as one of the moral 
Bashi-Bazouks who are despoiling the people 
of their substance. If a ‘farmer needs an 
additional horse, but cannot spare the 
money until after harvest, and therefore gives 
his note for the price,—$100,—the Assessor 
returns the guilty malefactors engaged in the 
transaction to be punished,—-one with a tax 
of $4 on the horse and the other with a tax 
of $4.25 on the note and interest. 

We have discussed the criminal and fatal 
policy of this law of Illinois repeatedly 
during the last six years, but the demagog- 
ism which gained such a control over the 
Granger sentiment has succeeded in fasten- 
ing upon this State this vindictive treatment 
of credit and of capital, and so far the Leg- 
islature has not recovered from its domina- 
tion. Mr. Gzozres H. Anpaews, one of the 
New York Tax-Commissioners, has, in a 
series of letters originally published in the 
New York TZimes, and recently put into 
pamphlet form, discussed this whole matter 
very clearly. While the whole book is 
filled with instruction, we use but one or 
two illustrations, adapting them to local 
matters, to which we invite the study of 
Senator Warrine and the other gentlemen of 
the Legisisture who think that the main 
object of instituting Governments among 
men was to tax intangible property. The 
true proposition is that the value of real 
estate is fixed by the value of the personal 
property upon it. The owner of five 
dwelling-houses lives in one, and the others 
are occupied respectively by a physician, an 
editor, a bank officer, anda lawyer. To the 
rent of these houses is added a sum equal to 
the tates thereon; the rent, including the 
taxes, is the product of the brains—the per- 
sonal property of the tenants. So traced 
throughout, the principle holds good that 
the tenants pay the taxes, and the taxes are 
indirectly taken from the earnings of their 
labor and their brains. Another case 1s 
where a warehouse used for storage pays an 
annual tax of $30,000; this whole tax is in 
fact paid by the personal property stored 
therein. ‘The assessed taxable value of the 
real estate in Chicago is about $145,000, 000, 
and includes about 22,400 acres. Bureau 
County contains about 1,100,000 acres of 
land, and its taxable value is put down at 
$10,275,000. Bureau County contains forty- 
five times as much real estate as Chicago does, 
but the value of the whole is only one-four- 
teenth of the forty-fifth part of the same 
quantity of real estate in Chicago. So in 
Chicago, the land in the First Ward is more 
valuable than in anyother, The land in Bu- 
reau County is as good as that in Chicago; 
but the real estate in this city is made valu- 
able by the amount of personal property 
upon it, while that of Bureau County is of 
less value because of the comparative ab- 
sence of personal property. So with respect 
to the values of real estate in the city; the 
variations are due to the distribution 
of personal property. Real estate is 
dependent for its prosperity not only to the 
presence of personal property, but also to 
its active, productive, and profitable use. 
The depression in the value of real estate is 
due tothe decline in active business and 
profit in handling personal property. When 
business declines, employment ceases, wages 
are reduced, labor and skill are not in de- 
mand. Then the business, the purchases, 
sales, and profits are diminished; the power 
to pay rent is curtailed; and rent 
is reduced or ceases; and, as rents are 
the basis of real estate values. the values of 
estate decline also. The taxes, therefore, of 
real estate in cities is borne by the traffic in 
personal property. Every man who visits 
the city and expends money for any purpose 
contributes proportionately to pay the taxes. 
Every article of merchandise sold in the city 
contributes, by the profit on the transaction, 
to enable the dealer to pay rent and other 
taxes. The fact that the real estate in Chi- 
cago forms so large a portion of the taxable

Pennsylva- 
nia and Rhode Island have no laws for the 
taxation of capital, or moneys, or credits, or 
loans, New York and Massachusetts have 
such laws, and Mr. WLAN Mxvror, Jr., in 
an article on the Tat laws of the latter State, 
formulates the law on this subject into a 
declaration of penalties and bounties thus : 

If any foreigner endeavors to promote the pros- 
perity of Massachusetts by loaning money to build 
honses, railroads, milis, or factories, or in aiding 
any business enterprise; he shall forfeit $15 annu- 
ally on every $1, 000 so invested. 

If any person attempt to assist the prosperity of 
thie State by investing money in land or 
which he borrows monty to pay for, he shall for- 
feit, in addition to the tax on such landsand goods, 
the sum of $15 annually for every $1,000 so bor- 
rowed. 

If any person shall bring money or other per- 
somal property into this State, he shall forfeit $15 
anneally for every $1, 000 so brought m. 

If any person living in Newport (R. I.), having 
$1, 000,000, bring the same into Massachusetts, he 
shall forfcit for such offense $15, 000 annually. 

Increasing the amount of the penalties, 
these formulas of the punishment imposed 
bylaw for bringing money and other person- 
al property into Massachusetts would de- 
scribe the practical operations of the statute 
of Illincis. Owning or introducing money 
into Illinois to be used in business is by our 
law treated asa crime, and is punished far 


more severely than vagrancy.

In undertaking to do all this, Messrs. Nron- 
ots and Hampton have assumed for them- 
selves and their associates to carry out the 
whole work of*reconstruction contemplated 
by the General Government, It is not to be 
denied that their pledges in this regard have 
been the chief inducement to take such steps 
as would give them control of their respect- 
ive State Governments. It had become

A novelty in the temperance business is- re- 
porte in Michigan.

He adopted the method of sinking trial-holes 
in different parts of the plain formerly occupied 
by the city, and, at the close of the first year, 
had dug seventy-five of these with a depth 
ranging from eight to twenty-five feet. Some 
interesting antiquities were thus unearthed; a 
few small statues and inscriptions were recov- 
ered; the position of sundry Greek tombs, By- 
zantine dwellings, and Roman walls was de- 
cided; and the foundation of the Great Gym- 
pasium partially explored. A grant of £100 
from the Museum furnished meaus fur a contin- 
uatice of the excavations through another year, 
which was devoted to an exploration of the 
Odeum, or Lyric Theatre. in the prosecution 
of these researches Mr. Wood came by chance, 
in another portion of the city, upon the debris 
of a tomb which he believed to bea shrine 
erected in the third or fourth cemtury over the 
remains of St. Luke. 

The year was chiefly occupied with ex- 
plorations in the Great Theatre, and in opening 
roads which eventually led to the discovery of 
the Magnesian and Coressian Gates. Grants 
were ubtained from the British Museum as the 

p bat it was not until May of 
the year 1869 that the indefatigable explorer 
was rewarded for all his labor, anxiety, and 
trouble, by securing undoubted evidence that 
his excavations had reached the peribolus wall 
surrounding the Temple. On the last day of 
1869 the marbie pavement of the building was 
found ata depth of nearly twenty feet ow 
the surface of the ground.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


GOBELIN TAPESTRIES. 

The manufacture of woven tapestries was in- 
troduced into France by the Saracens during the 
time of Charles Martel. - After the great body 
of the Saracen inyaders had been conquered by 
this leader of the French, in the years 732 and 
738, and deprived of their acquisitions north of 
the Pyrenees, a few of the race still remained in 
the country, and were allowed to practice in 
peace the industrics and arts with which they 
were acquainted. In 840 anumberof tapestries, 
probably of their manufacture, were used in the 
embellishment of the Church of St. Angeline 
at Auxerre. A factory was founded at Poitiers 
in 1023, and for several centuries there were 
similar establishments at Rheims, Troyes, 
Beauvois, Aubusson, and otber ities in France. 

In 1450, Jehan Gobelin, a native of Rheims, 
established a factory on the banks of the Bierre 
River in Paris. The buildings which he reared 
were rude and unsightly, though extensive,

THE LONDON MARKET FOR AMERICAN RAILWAY 
. SECURITIES. 

A considerable rise in railway securities has re- 
sulted from the telegrams, one of which relates to an 
agreement between the Western trunk-lines, in- 
cluding the Erie and the New York Central, which 
were the real combatants. Had such an agreement 
not been come to it is believed that a heavy fall 
would have taken the place of the present recov- 
ery; but still no settled hope appears to exist that 
the war of rates may not be resummed before long. 
We must, however, record the opinion held here 
in well-informed quarters that the reopening of 
canal navigation in the spring will not necessarily 
break up the agreement for profitable charges on 
the railroads, inasmuch asthe war has been essen- 
tially between the lines themselves and not be- 
tween them as a body and the canals as a‘tompet- 
ing body.—London Hconomist, April 7.

One of the results of the injurious policy is al-
